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ABSTRACT 

This  document  is  designed  to  provide  assistance  to 
those  students  seeking  information  on  colleges  and  universities  that 
offer  lav  enforcement  and  criminal  justice  degree  programs.  For  this 
1975-76  directory,  questionnaires  were  mailed  to  every  college  and 
university  in  the  United  States  and  to  those  colleges  and 
universities  known  to  be  offering  criminal  justice  degree  programs  in 
Canada.  The  completed  questionnaires  indicate  that  there  are  664 
institutions  offering  729  associate,  376  baccalaureate,   121  masters, 
and  19  doctoral  degrees  in  the  areas  of  law  enforcement  and  criminal 
justice.  In  contrast,  there  were  UO  associate  and  15  baccalaureate 
and  graduate  degree  programs  available  in  this  nation  in  1950.  The 
directory  covers:    (1)   number  of  law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice 
degree  programs  available:    (2)  associate  degree  prorC-ims;  (3) 
baccalaureate  and  graduate  degree  programs;    (4)   police  officer 
enrollment  data;   (5)   program  listings  by  state;   (6)  program  listings 
by  colleges  and  universities;    (7)  the  Law  Enforcement  Education 
Program  (LEEP) ,   which  provides  financial  support  for  the  college 
education  of  police,  courts,  corrections  and  other  law  enforcement 
and  criminal  justice  practitioners;  and   (8)   additional  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  publications.  (Author/KE)

^'At  the  outset  the  man  presses  forward  pre- 
maturely without  sufficient  preparation  and 
strength.    Initial  setbacks  due  to  blind  mis- 
calculations are  grounds  for  blame.  ^' 

Is  not  the  "I"  the  perfect  book?    For  what  better  advice 
could  one  ask?  The  foreword  is,  must  be,  that  important 
tasks  must  not  be  undertaken  by  those  unprepared  for  them. 
This  directory  is  a  guide  to  that  preparation  which  must 
precede  professional  and  responsible  practice  in  the  delivery 
of  justice  at  any  level  of  government. 

Nothing  you  can  learn,  regardless  of  the  sanctity  of  the 
discipline,  will  go  unused  in  your  pursuit  of  justice.  Gather 
knowledge  and  ideas  and  let  them  enhance  your  experiences  -- 
let  them  increase  your  tolerance  and  understanding  of  man  and 
his  habitat.

In  the  meanwhile,  as  you  prepare,  do  not  concern  yourself  with 
unimportant  matters  --  such  as  nations,  governments  and  those 
who  claim  sole  possession  of  sacred  knowledges  --  rather  con- 
cern yourself  with  the  earth,  its  people  and  their  needs  and  learn, 
yourself,  to  be  just.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  interest  in  higher  education  for  law  enforcement  officers  is  con- 
sidered by  many  to  have  been  initiated  by  Chief  August  Vollmer  of  the 
Berkeley,  California  Police  Department.     In  1916,  Chief  Vollmer  established 
a  police  training  school  within  his  department,  utilizing  faculty  from  the 
University  of  California  at  Berkeley.     He  also  prevailed  upon  these  same 
professors  to  begin  offering  courses  in  criminology  and  other  law  enforce- 
ment subjects  during  summer  sessions  at  the  University. 

Two  major  developments  in  law  enforcement  education  occurred  in  1929: 
The  University  of  Chicago  began  offering  courses  in  police  science  for  under- 
graduate students  and  the  University  of  Southern  California  established  an 
advanced  degree  program  in  public  administration,  with  a  major  in  law  en- 
forcement.    August  Vollmer  continued  to  promote  the  need  for  higher  educa- 
tion in  the  police  profession  and,  in  1931,  as  a  faculty  member  at  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley,  he  initiated  programs  which  ultimately 
led  to  the  establishment  of  the  School  of  Criminology.     The  first  two-year 
degree  program  in  law  enforcement  was  established  in  1930  at  San  Jose  State 
College,  San  Jose,  California;  this  program  ultimately  became  a  four-year 
degree  program.     In  1935,  Michigan  State  University  established  a  bachelor 
of  science  degree  program  in  police  administration  with  a  five-year  cur-*^ 
riculum  designed  specifically  to  prepare  students  for  law  enforcement  careers.'- 
Since  the  1930' s,  hundreds  of  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  na- 
tion have  established  a  variety  of  educational  programs  for  law  enforcement 
officers  and  criminal  justice  personnel,  including  traditional  degree  pro- 
grams,  seminars,  symposiums  and  institutes.     Appreciation  and  recognition 
must  be  offered  to  the  leadership  and  foresight  of  these  law  enforcement    <  -^"^ 
and  academic  community  pioneers  who  recognized  the  increasing  demands  upon 
law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice  personnel  and  met  the  challenge. 

The  continuing  plea  that  this  nation  would  benefit  from  both  the  in- 
creased enrollment  of  in-service  police  personnel  in  college  and  university 
programs  and  the  recruitment  of  more  college  graduates  into  the  law  enforce- 
ment and  criminal  justice  professions,  has  been  more  than  adequately  stated 
in  the  past  decade  by  a  host  of  law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice  leaders, 
academicians,  committees,  associations,  and  governmental  commissions.  Most 
recently,  the  National  Advisory  Commission  on  Criminal  Justice  Standards  and 
Goals  recommended  the  following  standards  in  its  1973  report: 

Standard  15.1 

Educational  Standards 
for  the  Selection 
of  Police  Personnel 

To  insure  the  selection  of  personnel  with  the  qualifications  to 
perform  police  duties  properly,  every  police  agency  should  establish 
the  following  entry-level  educational  requirements: 
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1.  Every  police  agencj^  should  require  immediately,  as  a  condi- 
tion of  initial  employment,  the  completion  of  at  least  1  year  of  edu-- 
cation  (30  semester  units)  at  an  accredited  college  or  university. 
Otherwise  qualified  police  applicants  who  do  not  satisfy  this  condi- 

»     tion,  but  who  have  earned  a  high  school  diploma  or  its  equivalent, 
should  be  employed  under  a  contract  requiring  completion  of  the  edu- 
cational requirement  wit'rin  3  years  of  initial  employment. 

2.  Every  police  agency  should,  no  later  than  1975,  require  as 
a  condition  of  initial  employment  the  completion  of  at  least  2  years 

of  education  (60  semester  units)  at  an  accredited  college  or  university. 

3.  Every  police  agency  should,  no  later  than  1978,  require  as  a 
condition  of  initial  employment  the  completion  of  at  least  3  years  of 
education  (90  semester  units)  at  an  accredited  college  or  university. 

4.  Every  police  agency  should,  no  later  than  1982,  require  as  a 
condition  of  initial  employment  the  completion  of  at  least  4  years  of 
education  (120  semester  units  or  a  baccalaureate  degree)  at  an  accredited 
college  or  university. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  higher  education  for  police  personnel,  the 
issue  of  advanced  education  in  law  enforcement  has  now  centered  upon  the  aca- 
demic question  of  how  do  we  best  go  about  educating  and  preparing  people  for 
law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice  careers,  whether  these  people  are  pres- 
ently employed  or  are  seeking  a  career  in  one  of  the  various  components  of 
our  system  of  justice.     There  are  several  philosophies  concerning  the  mission 
of  criminal  justice  programs  in  colleges  or  universities;  however,  most  com- 
mentators feel  that  the  philosophy  should  be  to  provide  an  educational  basis 
for  professional  careers  in  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  through 
programs  with  a  strong  liberal  arts  base.    A  blending  of  liberal  education 
with  the  social  and  behavioral  sciences  and  professional  courses  prepares  the 
student  to  be  a  criminal  justice  generalist,  not  a  narrow,  vocationally-oriented 
specialist. 

Few  social  systems  impinge  on  as  broad  a  social  spectrum  as  do  the  criminal 
justice  processes.    Therefore,  we  must  develop  educational  programs  which  are 
functional  to  the  nee-^s  of  both  in-service  and  pre-service  criminal  justice 
personnel,  with  concentration  upon  the  three  major  processes  which  are  present 
throughout  the  criminal  justice  system:     social  control,  therapeutic  services 
and  management  of  personnel  and  resources.     These  programs  must  be  academically 
sound  and  not  designed  to  transmit  basic  entry-level  type  skills. 

In  addition,  it  is  not  merely  enough  to  recruit  capable,  college-educated, 
intelligent  men  and  women  into  the  law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice  systems 
of  the  nation;  there  must  also  be  an  upgrading  of  the  educational  levels  of 
current  practitioners  within  the  law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice  system. 
Academicians  and  practitioners  agree  that  the  aim  of  education  is  to  teach 
each  individual  how  to  think  logically,  how  to  reason  and  how  to  understand. 
This  goal  may  be  obtained  by  providing  current  in--service  and  pre-service 
practitioners  with  a  general  liberal  arts  education  blended  with  the  social 
sciences  and  criminal  i  us t ice  courses . 


This  Law  Enforcement  and  Criminal  Justice  Education  Directory  is  de- 
signed to  provide  assistance  to  those  students  seeking  information  on 
colleges  and  universities  which  offer  law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice 
degree  programs. 

The  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  first  began  publish- 
ing this  Directory  in  1966,  when  the  staff  of  the  Professional  Standards 
Division  undertook  the  task  of  determining  the  types  of  programs  and  number 
of  degree  granting  institutions  that  existed  in  the  field  of  police  science 
in  the  United  States.     The  results  were  based  on  questionnaires  circulated 
to  various  schools  which  had  appeared  on  one  or  more  lists  of  those  offering 
a  law  enforcement  program  as  part  of  their  curricula.     In  addition,  other 
programs  were  verified  through  previous  survey  responses  plus  the  records  of 
other  associations  and  organizations  having  access  to  such  information.  The 
study  revealed  a  total  of  184  separate  institutions  issuing  police  science 
degrees  with  152  associate,  39  baccalaureate,   14  masters  and  four  doctorate 
degree  programs  available  to  prospective  students  in  the  area  of  law  enforce- 
ment education. 

In  1968,  a  follow-up  survey  revealed  an  increase  in  these  figures  to  a 
total  of  234  separate  degree  granting  institutions  offering  199  associate,  44 
baccalaureate,   13  masters  and  five  doctorate  degree  programs.    The  1970 
Directory  saw  these  numbers  rise  to  a  total  of  292  separate  institutions 
offering  257  associate,  55  baccalaureate,  21  masters  and  seven  doctorate 
degrees.    The  1972-1973  survey  indicated  a  total  of  515  institutions  offering  505 
associate,  211  baccalaureate,  41  masters  and  nine  doctorate  degrees. 

For  this  1975-76  Directory,  questionnaires  were  mailed  to  every  college 
and  university  in  the  United  States  and  to  those  colleges  and  universities 
known  to  be  offering  criminal  justice  degree  programs  in  Canada.  Non-respond- 
ing schools  were  mailed  a  second  questionnaire,  with  an  expanded  time  period 
allocated  to  enable  them  to  reply.     The  completed  questionnaires  indicate 
that  there  are  664  institutions  offering  729  associate,  376  baccalaureate, 
121  masters,  and  19  doctorate  degrees  in  the  areas  of  law  enforcement  and 
criminal  justice.     In  contrast,  there  were  40  associate  and  15  baccalaureate 
and  graduate  degree  programs  available  in  this  nation  in  1960.

Law  Enforcement  Education  Program 

The  Law  Enforcement  Education  Program  (LEEP)  provides  financial  support 
for  the  college  education  of  police,  courts,  corrections  and  other  law  enforce- 
ment and  criminal  justice  practitioners.     With  LEEP  assistance,  men  and  women 
working  in  the  criminal  justice  system  have  the  opportunity  to  improve  their 
professional  competence  while  at  the  same  time  upgrading  the  general  performance 
level  of  their  employing  agencies.     Students  preparing  for  criminal  justice 
careers  also  may  participate  in  the  program. 

The  criminal  justice  officer's  role  is  demanding  and  complex.     Many  em- 
ployees of  the  criminal  justice  system  have  expressed  a  desire  to  obtain  a 
college  education.    An  increasing  number  of  police  and  correctional  agencies 
have  recognized  the  importance  of  college  education  in  criminal  justice  and  have 
established  an  Associate  degree  as  an  entrance  requirement.     Some  require  a 
Bachelor's  degree.     Probation,  parole  and  juvenile  correctional  agencies  usually 
require  a  Bachelor's  or  Master's  degree.     Agencies  are  encouraging  employees  to 
return  to  college  part  time  in  order  to  meet  their  changing  educational  require- 
ments - 


LEEP  Grants  and  Loans 

Two  types  of  financial  assistance  are  available  under  LEEP  to  pay  for 
tuition,  fees  and  books: 

GRANTS  up  to  $250  per  academic  quarter  or  $400  per  semester. 

LOANS  up  to  $2,200  per  academic  year.     Criminal  justice  personnel  on 
academic  leave  to  attend  school  full  time  may  qualify  for  loans  beyond  the  cost 
of  tuition,  mandatory  fees  and  books  (but  not  to  exceed  $2,200). 

Eligibility  for  Grants 

You  are  eligible  for  a  LEEP  grant,  if  you  are  a  full-time  professional 
employee  of  a  publicly-funded  police,  courts,  corrections  or  other  law  enforce- 
ment and  criminal  justice  agency.     Also  you  are  eligible  as  a  state  or  local 
criminal  justice  planner  or  as  a  member  of  a  campus  police  force  who  has  author- 
ity under  state  or  local  law  to  enforce  the  criminal  statutes.     You  must  agree 
to  remain  in  full-time  criminal  justice  employment  for  a  period  of  two  years 
following  completion  of  the  course  for  which  you  receive  a  LEEP  grant.  The 
college  or  university  you  attend  must  be  a  LEEP  participant. 

In-service  students  include  court  administrators,  correctional  officers 
and  counselors,  employees  of  public  half-way  houses,  probation  and  parole 
workers,  juvenile  counselors  and  police  officers. 
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Eligibility  for  Loans 


You  are  eligible  for  a  LEEP  loan  if  you  qualify  for  a  grant,  as  described 
above,  and  if  you  are  also  enrolled  full  time  in  a  college  which  participates  in 
LEEP.     Preservice  students  must  also  be  enrolled  in  a  crime-related  degree  pro- 
gram (as  defined  and  approved  by  the  Administration).     State  and  local  police 
and  corrections  personnel  on  academic  leave  from  full-time  employment  receive 
preference  for  funds. 

Preservice  students  (those  not  yet  employed  in  a  criminal  justice  agency) 
may  also  receive  loans.     All  borrowers  must  be  committed  to  obtaining  or 
resuming  full-time  employment  in  criminal  justice  upon  cessation  of  full-time 
study . 

All  loan  recipients  must  be  full-time  students. 

Programs  of  Study 

The  law  prescribes  that  LEEP  recipients  must  be  enrolled  in  programs 
leading  to  degrees  or  certificates  in  areas  related  to  law  enforcement  and 
criminal  justice  or  suitable  for  persons  employed  in  law  enforcement  and  criminal 
justice.     While  many  students  are  enrolled  in  criminal  justice  or  law  enforcement 
programs,  others  are  enhancing  their  preparation  for  criminal  justice  careers  by 
enrolling  in  liberal  arts  programs. 

In-service  students  may  broaden  their  education  by  enrolling  in  courses  in 
business  administration,  psychology,  political  science,  computer  science,  public 
administration  and  government.     Pre-service  students  may  benefit  from  courses  in 
Public  Service-Law  Enforcement,  the  Administration  of  Justice  or  Human  Services- 
Corrections. 

All  LEEP  recipients  must  attend  a  college  or  university  that  participates 
in  LEEP. 

Earning  the  Grant 

The  person  who  obtains  a  LEEP  grant  must  remain  in  full-time  criminal 
justice  employment  for  a  period  of  two  complete  years  following  the  academic 
term  for  which  the  grant  is  awarded.     Otherwise,   the  grantee  must  repay  the 
full  amount  of  the  grant  plus  interest. 

Loan  Cancellation 

The  loan  recipient  can  earn  25  percent  cancellation  of  the  amount  borrowed 
for  each  complete  year  of  full-time  criminal  justice  employment.     For  any  portion 
of  the  loan  which  cannot  be  cancelled,  the  borrower  will  be  required  to  repay 
principal  plus  accrued  interest. 
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Applying  for  a  LEEP  Grant  or  Loan 


Participating  colleges  and  universities  administer  LEEP  grants  and  loans. 
Student  application  forms  are  available  from  all  LEEP  institutions. 

If  you  think  you  are  eligible  ,  contact  the  Student  Financial  Aid  Office 
or  Criminal  Justice  Department  at  the  college  or  university  you  will  be  attending.

o      EVALUATIONS  OF  POLICE  TRAINING  ACADEMIES 

The  Professional  Standards  Division  conducts  studies  and  provides  services  and  consultation  for 
the  improvement  of  training  at  police  academies.    Studies  are  conducted  in  three  phases:    statement  of 
the  present  status;  identification  of  training  needs;  and  the  presentation  of  a  model  training  system. 
Phase  I  (present  status)  evaluates  the  present  curriculum;  instructional  materials;  instructor  skills  and 
abilities;  and  the  feasibility  of  providing  college  credit  for  academy  courses.    Phase  II  (training  needs) 
evaluates  the  necessity  for  improved  supervision  and  management,  as  well  as  specialized,  technical  in- 
service  and  recruit  training  as  they  relate  to  contemporary  and  future  needs.    A  comprehensive  model 
training  system  (phase  III)  will  be  recommended  with  specifics  addressed  to  all  areas  of  study.    This  will 
be  accomplished  by  comparing  training  needs  to  the  present  training  status. 

o      EVALUATIONS  OF  COLLEGE  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  AND  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  DEGREE 
PROGRAMS 

The  Professional  Standards  Division  performs  evaluations  of  existing  degree  programs  in  the 
field  of  law  enforcement  and  criminal  justice  at  various  colleges  and  universities,  as  well  as  the  feasi- 
bility of  establishing  law  enforcement  degree  programs. 

Studies  of  existing  programs  include  evaluations  of  organization,  administration,  goals, 
curriculum,  faculty,  students,  resources,  facilities,  and  applicability  of  courses  to  student  career 
objectives.    Results  of  the  evaluation  are  presented  along  with  constructive  suggestions  for  improvement 
based  on  practical  reality. 

Studies  concerning  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  degree  program  involve  a  survey  to  determine 
if  there  is  a  sufficient  potential  student  enrollment.    Through  personal  interviews  with  faculty  and  admin- 
istrators and  research  instruments  administered  to  potential  students,  it  is  possible  to  gather  information 
concerning  the  attitudes  of  all  who  would  be  affected  by  such  a  program  and  make  recommendations  based 
on  those  findings.    In  addition,  the  Professional  Standards  Division  presents  a  sample  curriculum  from 
the  freshman  year  through  degree  completion  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  the  actual  establishment  of  a  criminal 
justice  program.
